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K. Vanderbilt Comes Home — Mission- 
aries Neede@ in New York. 

New Tonk, May 30.—[ Special. I—In the 
face of a northwest gale, which sent tons of 
water over her . bows, the Netherlands-Amer- 
ican steamship Amsterdam was hove to near 
mid-ocean early Mdnday morning a week ago 
to rescue the Captain and crew of the disman- 
tled and fast sinking Swedish bark Signe. 
The ram us pouring in torrents at the time. 
The Signe was nearly full of water, her pumps 
were choked, her life-boats smashed, and her 
seamen utterly exhausted. 

The Amsterdam, which was on her way 
from Rotterdam to this port, reached New 
York today with the crew of the lost Signe. 
They comprised Capt. F. O. Larsen, First 
Mate C. Sylvan, Second Mate C. Persson, 
Carpenter Carl Haaldsen, Steward .Nils Ul- 
sen, Sailors Carl Olsen, Gustof Alen, Helger 
Helgesen, and Cabin Boy Gustof Dahigram, 
nine persons in all. | 

With a cargo of silver sand in bulk, below 
decks, the Signe, a vessel of 512 tons, left Ant- 
werp April 24. Shecalled at Blessingen and 
left that port for Pictou, N. S., May 1. Fair 
weather and favorable breezes favored the 
bark’s sails up to May 21, when she was fairly 
in mid-ocean, Then, as Capt. Larsen related, 
the first evidence of the storm that was to fol- 
low appeared. It became bitterly cold and 
a succession of squalls occurred. At half- 
past 2in the afternoon two large icebergs 
were seen to the northward, They were 
each nearly half a mile long and in 
places more than 100 feet high. The 


‘thermometer had drop to 5° Fahrenheit. 


The wind was biting cold, and the water as 
it dashed against the bark’s sides froze in 
thin layers until her hull glittered with icy 
armor. The temperature went down to 3° 
and as the night wore away the squall settled 
down into a steady northwest gale, which com- 
pelled the crew to stow all the heavy canvas. 

This was a week ago last Saturday and it 
was not until 8 o’clock Sunday eveni that 
the first calamity overtook the bark. At that 
hour the mainmast snapped off a short dis- 
tance above the deck and went by the board, 
carrying with it a tangled mass of sails and 
rigging. Capt.- Larsen ordered the broken 
mast cut away and the men started 
to obey. ot a dozen strokes 
had been struck, however, when the mizzen- 
mast fell also, and following it came the 
fore topmast and top-gallant mast. The spars 
came crashing down on deck in a confused 
mass, burying and crushing into splinters the 
lifeboats of the vessel. That none of the crew 
were injured by the falling spars was wonder- 
ful, but all escaped unharmed, storm 
was now a hurricane and the waves made a 
clean break over the Signe. To make matters 
worse, the seams under the strain of the fall- 
ing masts had parted and the vessel was leak- 
ing badly. 


In spite of everything the crew cleared the 


deck of the wreckage and then manned the 
pumps. Here a new difficulty faced them, for 
the fine sand in the bark’s hold sucked into 
the pumps and choked up the valves. Every 
effort was made to clear the pumps, and in 
desperation the brine-soaked, hungry crew 
worked on for hours, hoping for rescue. The 
air was warmer, and that was the only com- 
fort. 

A large steamer was seen in the northward 
Sunday afternoon and rockets were sent up. 
The steamer, however, paid no attention and 
kept on its course. Itwas not until fifteen 
minutes past 12 o’clock Monday that the 
lights of the Amsterdam were seen. Capt. 
Stenger of the Amsterdam had seen 
the distress signals and he ordered 
the Amsterdam hove-to a short distance 
off.

Rocuzsrzr, N. T., May 30.—May 30, 1892, 
will ever be Memorial day in the history of 
Rochester. Never before has it been 80 
crowded and never before has it entertained 
so distinguished a company.

tions been made for any event.

The President and Governor and other dis- 
tinguished guests arose early and had break- 
fast at 8 o’clock at Ontario Beach, to do which 
a nine-mile ride in an electric car was neces- 
sary. A large body .of gayly decorated 
bicyclists followed the car as an escort. 
The party stopped at Kodak Park on the 
way to the beach and had their pict- 
ures taken. On arriving at the beach the 
visitors were welcomed by the public and 
parochial school ‘children of Charlotte who 
sang patriotic airs. Breakfast was enjoyed 
at Cottage Hotel and a visit was made to 
Col. Greenleaf’s farm on the west bluff. Upon 
teturning to the city the President and Gov-

Exercises at Washington Park. 


The exercises at Washington Park began as 
soon as the various bodies reached the posi- 
tion assigned them.

Along the east 
border of the park was drawn up one company 
of the naval reserye, one of the National 
Guard, and the Knights Templar. On the west 
side were stationed another company of the 
National Guard and of the naval reserve and 
the Roman Catholic Uniformed Union.

SENATOR STEWART’S IMPUDENT TALE. 

The Washington correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch says that Senator Stewart of 
Nevada has been unbosoming himself to him 
on the political side of the silver question as 
follows: | 

The Republican National convention will adopt 
a liberal silver plank in the party platform or 
there will be trouble in half a dozen Republican 
States of the West. If the Republican platform 
does not give the most liberal utterance on the 
silver question that could be expected of it. no 
one need be surprised tosee several of the West- 
ern States fall into the Democratic 
column. Or, if the Democratic convention shows 
itself specially illiberal and cowardly and the 
third party pronounces boldly in favor of free 
coinage, ing would be more natural than 
that these Btates should support the ticket of 
that combiged People’s and Alliance party, which 
certainly embodies more of the substance and 
promise of a successful new party than any of the 
movements of recent years which have resulted 
from the discontent bred of the pinching policy 
of the money-lending monopolists of the East. 
Senator Stewart is of the opinion that the 
tail ought to wag the dog, and that the peo- 
ple of less than half a dozen Western Repub- 
lican States shall be permitted to dictate to 
the rest of the country a policy which it be- 
lieves would be as destructive as it would be 
dishonest. He seems to be under the impres- 
sion too that the Republicans of such 
States as New York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois can be bull- 
dozed by the threats of the silver mine 
owners of the rotten borough of Nevada and 
one or two neighboring communities into 


nomically. The men who will go from the first- 
named States te Minneapolis will not be 
scared out of doing their duty by Senator 
Stewart and those in whose interest he is work- 
ing. 

The Republican National convention should 
not merely refuse to indorse the demand for 
what the Senator would regard as a liberal 
silver plank,“ but it should take clear and un- 
equivocal ground against that free coinage 
which is asked for, chiefly by men who want 
to shirk the payment of a third of their debts. 
There should be no plank which can be tor- 
tured into an indorsement of repudiation and 
the illimitable issue of 68-cent dollars. 

The Republican convention will listen re- 
spectfully to any respectful request that may 
be made to it. It will be tolerant of differ- 
ences of opinion, but when this petty handful 
of people begin to bluster in advance and tell 
how they will pull the house down if they are 
not given what they ask for the convention 
should lose no time in squelching them and 
their propositions.

financial plank, he bought to know that the 
Democrats will define their position on the 
silver question by nominating the anti-silver 
Cleveland.

DEATH RATE IN CITIES. 

The Times-Democrat of New Orleans prints 
the following table of mortality for 1890 in 
all American cities of more than 100,000 popu- 
lation. It does so for the purpose of calling 
attention to the high rate in New Orleans, 
which stands second on the list, and urging 
the necessity for more stringent sanitary 
measures. The rate is the number of deaths 
per year to each 1,000 inhabitants:

All of these rates may be higher than the 
truth on account of defective enumeration in 
the large cities, as freely charged by disap- 
pointed ones in most of them. But that fact 
would not alter seriously the above arrange- 
ment, which places Chicago fifteenth on the 
list of twenty-four, giving gs a mortality that 
is only 90 per cent of the 21.7, which is the 
average for all those named. Our mortality 
was exceeded nearly 50 per cent by New Or- 
leans and 35 per cent by Denver, though the 
latter city has the advantage of a mountain 
air and good drainage, both of which feature 
are supposed to favor longevity. New York 
City exceeded it by about 35 per cent and 
Washington by 20 per cent, while all those 
cities which are credited with a lower death 
rate have a much smaller population than 
Chicago. 

It is not intended by tltese remarks to in- 
stitute comparisons to the disad vantage of the 
other cities named, but to show the poor 
foundation of fact on which certain medical 
papers have based disparaging remarks con- 
cerning the health statistics of Chicago. 
Tue Taisune previously has hinted a sus. 
picion that these unkind state:nents were dic- 
tated by a desire to hurt the World’s Fair, and 
this view of the case is supported by the offi. 
cial figures of the census returns. The papers 
alluded to have charged that this city is suffer- 
ing from an epidemic of fever which has enor- 
mously swelled the death rate, and that this 
condition of things has existed for a few years 
past. The statistics prove that this allegation 
is not true for the census year 1890, and the 
papers are not in possession of any figures 
tending to show that it is true of last year or 
of the few months elapsed in 1892. It is not 

denied that a larger percentage of deaths than 
the normal have been credited to-typhoid and 
kindred diseases believed to be fostered by 
the use of impure water, but the fact that 
the total mortality is low justifies the claim 
that some medical men have leaned unduly 
towards assigning that class of diseases as 
causing deaths not otherwise successfully di- 
agnosed by them. 

The official statistics show that Chicago is an 
exceptionally healthy city. It follows that 
persons who come here to visit the World’s 
Fair will have their death chances diminished

FACTS FOR THE LABOR LEAGUE. 

An “ Altgeld Labor League has been or- 
ganized in this city to win ‘over workingmen 
to the support of the Democratic candidate 
for Governor. The manifesto of the league 
calls the attention of the men working in pro- 
tected industries to the alleged fact that there 
is a vast multitude of immigrants moving 
westward, furnishing an inexhaustible supply 


proprietors are enabled to cut down the acale, 
of wages to the lowest possible degree. The 
workingman is expected to draw the ccnclu- 
sion that if protection were withdrawn the 
only man who would suffer thereby would be 
the manufacturer, and that but for protective 
duties the above-named form of competition 
with this labor wouid cease. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor 
does not take precisely the same view of the 
matter as the league which has*been named 
after him. Writing some years ago on this 
subject of immigration he said with truth, 
“the American laborer does not suffer very 
much from competition with the immigrant 
who comes here of his own volition. The lat- 
ter, coming here to improve his condition and 
that of his family, soon joins his American 
brother, and asks wages which will at least 
enabie him to do this.“ 

This is the almost universal rule. When- 
ever the immigrant learns what the American 
wage scale is in his particular trade he is not 
slow about asking for it and generally gets it. 
His advantage over the man who has been in 
this country for some time is. that his wants 
are fewer; he has been accustomed to a poorer 
manner of living, and hence he saves more out 
of his wages than men who receive more than 
he does. Just as soon as the immigrant has 
picked up some knowledge of the language, if 
he comes from the continent and has become 
a member of a union, he wants and gets as 
good pay as any one else, There is nothing 
to show that the wages of a solitary protected 
workman have been pulled down by the in- 
flux of foreign laborers. But the newcomers 
have done a great deal better than in their old 
homes, because they have received the higher 
wages of the New World while preserving 
largely the habits of life of the old. 

But if that protection which the tariff now 
gives to American workingmen were taken 
away they would then be exposed not merely 
t. the competition of foreigners who immi- 
grated here, but to that of foreigners who 
staid at home and made cheap goods for the 
American market. The last-named competi- 
tion would make it impossible to maintain the 
present higher American wage scale, because 
as long as it remained unaltered goods could 
not be tnanufactured as cheaply here as on 
the other side of the ocean. The American 
manufacturer would have to furnish goods at 
as low a price as his foreign rival or he would 
have no American customers. To lower hia 
prices he would have to cut down wages. If 
the employés would not consent all he could 
do would be to go out of business and his 
workmen would have to seek employment at 
something else. The newcomers from Eu- 
rope would have less hesitation about accept- 
ing the lower scale of pay offered to them by 
employers, because they have been accus- 
tomed to it all their lives. They would rather 
work for the saine pay in the United States than 
in Germany, because the taxation is not as 
heavy here and they are free from the burden 
of military service. Thus the places of the 
American workmen would be taken by the 
immigrants, who would manage to get along 
while the former would have a gloomy time 
of it. 

The stream of immigration will continue to 
flow from many countries with or without a 
tariff, and neither Judge Altgeld nor his Labor 
League will venture to say that it shoyld be 
stopped. The question for the workingmen to 
decide, then, is whether the American scale of 
wages shall be retained. of which these immi- 
grants take such speedy advantage, or whether 


of American workingmen be assimilated to that 
of European laborers. They must not forget 
that if such a cut should take place it would 
be very difficult to regain the lost ground in 
case they changed their minds and decided 
that protection was the best policy after all. 

As for the workmen in non-protected trades 
they should not lose sight of the fact that it is 
for their interest that workmen should come 
here from Europe and get employment in pro- 
tected industries rather than stay in Europe 
and compete after protection has been with- 
drawn from those industries. In the first 
case, the new arrivals are fed entirely by 
American farmérs, cattle-raisers, and market 
gardeners. They are clothed and furnished 
with tools by American workmen. They live 
in houses made by American carpenters and 
bricklayers. They deal at American stores. 
The wages they get are expended in this coun- 
try. But if these men stay abroad and com- 
pete from there no American industry will be 
benefited by them except for the small quan- 
tities of American meats and breadstuffs they 
may take. The Labor League, if honest; 
would set out these facts in its appeals to the 
workingmen. 


“ SWEATING ” IN LONDON. 

Early in the present session a committee of 
the House of Representatives decided to in- 
vestigate the “sweating system,” especially 
in the manufacture of clothing. Inquiries 
were made at New York and other Eastera 
cities, and finally the subcommittee came to 
Chicago and examined a number of witnesses. 
It was shown that the wages were often very 
low, that the work people frequently labored in 
dirty and overcrowded rooms, and that many 
of the articles sold by first-class establishments 
to first-class people were made in unhealthy 
holes which they would not venture 
enter. 

When these f acts were published some Dem- 
ocratic papers felt called on to assert that this 
unpleasant state of affairs was directly due 
to protection, and that had it not been for 
the adherence of the government to that 
policy men and women would have been get- 
ting better wages and working under more 
favorable conditions. It seemed to be the 
opinion of these papers that protection was 
responsible for all the woes which afflict man, 
and that all that was required to put an end 
to “ sweating,” rheumatism, small-pox, etc., 
was to give the country large doses of free 
trade. 

It appears from the cable dispatches that a 
London paper has been doing a little investi- 
gating and has found out that the “ sweat- 
ing business is flourishing im that city, and 


that the work of its best and most fashionable 
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silence will simply prove the correctness of the , 


of labor for the protected industries, whose 
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in this vity is outdone by that in London—in 
N which is run on free-trade gore 
here. The workmen get from 4 to 6 cents an 
hour. Those prices are not paid to girls but 
to men. 

So it appears that in a great labor market 
like London the same evils exist on a greater 
scale that are found in protection America. 
The conclusion is that neither free trade nor 
protection is responsible for them. The true 
cause is the dislocation of labor occasioned 
by the attempt of the Czar to evict several 
hundred thousand of his subjects. The En- 
glish tailors complain bitterly of the condi- 
tion of things and have suggested two reme- 
dies. One of them is that these foreign la- 
borers shal] not be allowed to work for less 
than union rates, but they admit that they do 
not know how such a regulation shall be en- 
forced. The other suggestion is that a poll- 
tax be imposea on immigrants, so as to keep 
out the bulk of them. That is feasible, but 
it is not likely that Parliament will accommo- 
date the tailors, 

It is evident that while “sweating” is not 
chargeable to protection or free trade, this 
country, owing to the higher wage scale which 
it possesses and which protection has enabled 
it to retain, isin a much better condition to 
stand a sudden deluge of cheap labor devot- 
ing itself largely to one trade than England 
is. The margin between wages paid and the 
bare cost of subsistence is so narrow there 
that a comparatively small addition to the 
number of workers causes the acute distress 
now felt in London, The higher wage scale 
of this country enables such an invasion of 
labor to be taken care of with comparatively 
little difficulty. 
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OUR NAVAL FIGHTING STRENGTH. 

There was recently sent out, as coming from 
official sources at Washington, a comparative 
statement of the fighting vessels belonging to 
the various nations, in which credit was given 
as follows: Austria, armored vessels, 13; un- 
armored, 31; Denmark, armored, 12; un- 
armored, 12; France, armored, 75; un- 
armored, 118; Germany, armored, 34; un- 
armored, 59; Great Britain, armored, 82; un- 
armored, 220; Italy, armored, 22, unarmored, 
54; Netherlands, armored, 25; unarmored, 36; 
Russia, armored, 48; unarmored, 62; Spain, 
armored, 13; unarmored, 50; Sweden, ar- 
mored, 17; unarmored, 14; Turkey, armored, 
18; unarmored, 20; United States, armored, 
29; unarmored, 40. In this estimate there is 
evidently a glaring misstatement as to the 
naval fighting strength of the United States, 
and as it was made about the time the 
Democrats of the House were fighting the 
naval appropriation it looks as it it were the 
work of some Holman proofreader or 
printer, given out with the intention of mis- 
leading the public. 

The United States has no such strength in 
fighting vessels as is set down in this table. If 
nothing happens to those which have been 
launcbed and if those now on the stocks shall 
reach completion in time for the proposed nav- 
al review of 1893 this country will turn out 
nine armored vessels, as follows: First rate, 
cruisers New York and Maine and battleship 
Texas; second rate, monitors Monterey, Am- 
phitrite, Miantonomoh, Monadyock, Terror. 
and Puritan; third rate, a harbor defense 
ram. Of these vessels the monitors are in va- 
rious stages of constr@ction, and their comple- 
tion will depend upon the delivery of their 
armor and heavy guns. Instead, therefore, of 
having 29 armored vessels in thé navy there 1s 
a remote possibility of having nine by next 
spring, while in reality we can only count 
with certainty on ‘three, the Miantonomoh or 
Monadnock, the Monterey, now approaching 
completion at Saa Francisco, ana the cruiser 
New York, The Maine and Texas are subject 
to the same conditions as the monitors. It is

If all the armored 
vessels are completed as per contract there 
will be 12 of them by 1894, but at present the 
United States has at most but three fighting 
vessels ready if war were declared suddenly. 
The estimate of unarmored vessels is also far 
from correct.

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There are therefore but 26 unarmored 
vessels instead of 40 that can be counted. Of 
these the practice cruiser, Cruiser No. 6, the 
two torpedo boats, Cruisers 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 
are not yet completed. The two great cruisers, 
Nos, 12 and 13, are far from completion. Of 
the 26 unarmored vessels there are not over 
18 ready for action at twenty-four hours’ no- 
tice. If the estimate therefore had read 
armored vessels 3, unarmored 18, it would 
have been approximately correct. The Hol- 
man proofreader evidently has added in all 
the authorized vessels and a dozen or more 
old wooden tubs that have been struck off the 
naval list. If we had 29 armored and 40 un- 
armored vessels it would serve our present 
needs. Only England and France would be 
strong enough to come to our shores and fight 
70 such vessels, 29 of them being armored, 
steel-clad, fighting battleships. For actual 
present service we have about the same outfit 
as the Argentine Republic, Chile, Greece, and 
Norway, and we are not as strong as China or 
Japan. Compared with the five leading 
powers of Europe we make a pitiable show- 
ing, as willbe seen by the subjoined state- 
ment, which is more nearly correct than the 
estimate given above:

Tun New York paper which has made ita 
special feature to abuse Chicago is doing no 
good for itself and perhaps will be found to 
be only heaping coals of fire upon its own 
head. Certainly its latest effusion, that of 
last Sunday, is so comprehensively filthy and 
abusive as to defeat the intention of the man 
who ordered it to be written. It inciudes in 
its slimy embrace the whole country west of 
the Alleghanies, as if the entire area beyond 
that ridge were unworthy of attention by an 
American citizen. It says: “Atter passing 
Pittsburg the Chicago-bounu railway passen- 
ger is suddenly oppressed by a vague, inex- 
plicable dejection. The air becomes ex- 
ectly insipid but begins to taste kish. 
It leaves a soft, vefatious sa in 
the mouth and fills the lungs ‘wi 

satisfying them,” and much more of the 
same rubbish. As little if any worse than 
this is said of Chicago the ordinary reader 
will be apt to infer that the writer got disgust- 
ingly homesick before having proceeded more 
than the first third of his journey, probably 
by being unduly shaken in the rough passage 
over the mountains, and afterwards saw every- 
thing through jaundiced spectacles, if not dis- 
eased eyes. Hence he says that of the cities 
through which the train passes all without ex- 
ception prefigure the hideous climax which 
one eventually encounters in Chicago itself. 
His rot 18 a vile libel upon the whole country 
included in the vast Valley of the Mississippi; 
and by that fact should be judged the paper 
which calls malarial ’’ a eity that has a death 
rate per thousand not much exceeding two- 
thirds of that in New York, the place where 
the wretched diatribe was published. If New 
York wishes to make iteelf disliked by every 
city in the country it could not devise a more 
effectual method of securing that result than 
by the publication of such rot as that which 
disfigures the columns of the New York Sun. 


Tuere is not in the city a railroad cross ing 
more dangerous than that just north of Rush 
street bridge for which the so-called Terminal 
Commissioners have proposed three safety 
plans. Over 5,000 vehicles on the ‘average, 
and perhaps ten times as many people, pass 
over iteach day. It has long been a public 
scandal that this crossing has not been ren- 
dered safe by the construction of a viaduct or 
the elevation of the tracks, Ald. Biegler in- 
troduced an order at the last meeting of the 
Council for plans for a safe crossing, esti- 
mates of the cost, and a report as to what por- 
tion of the expense should be borne by the 
railroad companies. The Terminal Commis- 
sioners, partly in answer to this order, have 
again proposed the three plans already re- 
ferred to, but have given only a partial esti- 
mate of the cost. The damages for approaches, 
which will be twice the cost of construction, 
have not been taken into account at all. The 
railroad officials have not been consulted as 
to the portion of the expense which they shall 
beer. This proves the defective character of 
the commission. The Commissioners can 
theorize and propose plans, but on the Council 
and the city officials devolves the practical 
part of the work. The Terminal Commis- 
sioners only confuse the issue, Their plan is 
not better than that which the City Engineer 
would propose, ana the City Engineer would 
not omit the damages for approaches in mak- 
ing an estimate of the cost. Ald. Biegler 
should stand by his order for a report from 
the City Engineer and persist until the cross- 
ing north of Rush street bridge is made safe. 
He should not permit himself to be obstructed 
or bamboozled by the theories of the Ter- 
minal Com missioners. 


Ir seems likely that the Mutual Gas com- 
pany of Hyde Park will ask the Council for 
permission to lay its pipes in the South Divis- 
ion. The plea is made in its behalf that it is 
controlled by respectable men, that it will not 
sell out to or fall ir to the hands of the old 
companies, and that it will furnish cheaper 
illumination. It ought to be understood by 
this time that there is no respectability in gas. 
All men become equals when they go into 
that business, and the word of one has no 
higher value than that of another. The only 
difference that Chicagoans have been able to 
observe between the gas companies organized 
by respectable citizens to furnish cheap gas 
and other companies organized for the avowed 
purpose of making money is the former 
@jueezed the gas trust a little the hardest and 
made the most money out of it. 

If this franchise were to be given to the 
Mutual and it became worth the while of the 
existing companies to get control of it they 
would do so. There is no way in which it can 
be avoided. When a respectable man owns 
gas stock and is offered more for it than he is 
likely to get by holding on he sells it. If the 
arch enemy of mankind and the Angel Ga- 
briel were rival bidders and the former 
offered the more he would get it—for that is 
business. There is no altruism in gas. It 
knows no Golden Rule. 

Consequently the Council should grant no 
franchises to any men, no matter how good 
their past record may have been, because the 
old companies will gobble them up when they 
get ready, and the price of gas will not be 
lowered.

New Yorx, May 30.—([Special.)]—Pessara 
won the Metropolitan Handicap at Morris 
Park today and not only landed the $12,500 
stakes for his owners, Walcott & Campbell, 
but won bets for them amounting to more 
than $20,000. It was a great day for racing, 
and there was a crowd of at least 30,000 per- 
sons to witness the opening of the New 
York Jockey club’s spring meeting. 
The Metropolitan Handicap was the 
chef . attraction, this the 
second of the great all-aged events in the 
spring in the East. The distance is a mile 
and a furlong, or a furlong less than that of 
the Brooklyn Handicap which precedes it, or 
the Suburban Handicap which comes two 
weeks later. Consequently it attracts a 
slightly different class of horses from either of 
the other events, The field today was a good 
one, but not up to first-class. La Tosca, who 
had been the favorite in the winter booking, 
had broken down and was consequently with- 
drawn. Pessara wasthe popular choice at 
the post and an immense amount of money 
was bet on him, his close second to Judge 
Morrow in the Brooklyn Handicap being the 
chief reason why he was backed. His owners 
sent $12,000 into the ring and got the money 
on at odds varying from 2to 1 at the open- 
ing to 6 to 5 at the close.

DEFINITE STATEMENT REGARDING 
TRANSPORTATION PRIVILEGES. 


Passengers Can Be Landed on the Fifty- 
ninth Street Pier at the World’s Fair 
Grounds, but They Must Pay an Admis- 
sion Fee to Enter—Denial of the Charge 
That ,Any Wing to Pay Were Re- 
fused Admission Sunday—Delmore El- 
well Talks of the Eastern Bureau. 


Beginning with today Supt. Geraldine will 
issue an at Jackson Park perwitting all 
boats to passengers at the pier at Fifty- 
ninth street. The only prohibitory feature of 
landing there by passengers is that each one 
will hate to pay 25 cents if he lands in order 
to visit the Exposition grounds and buildings. 

The trouble experionced Sunday, it is 
claimed, was not properly steted. it was 
represented that the passengers who landed 
were deniéd the privilege of admission to the 
grounds even after tendering the admission 
fee of 25 cents, but this is denied by officials. 
Of those who disembarked from the boats 
about 200 refused to pay, it is claimed, and 
were consequently kept on the lake shore. 
Those who were willing to comply with the 
regulations paid the 25 cents required and 
were admitted, : 

It is claimed that the lusty-lunged vessel- 
men on the Lake-Front who cry for passen- 
gers to Jackson Park deceived the same by 
telling them that the fare for riding to the 
park on the boats entitled passengers to ad- 
mission, It does nothing of the sort. The 
people who are landed at the Fifty-ninth street 
pier must pay the additional sum of 25 cents 
if they want to go through the grounds. In 
doing so they stand on precisely the same 
terms as those who go to Jackson Park by rail 
or carriage. 

„We have no objection to people landing at 
the Fifty-ninth street pier, said Supt. Geral- 
dine yesterday, and Mr. Geraldine, generally 
speaking, runs Jackson Park., The more 
people we have the better for us. But, of 
course, the admission fee of 25 cents must be 
paid. That fact constituted the whole trouble 
Sunday. A lot of misguided people who were 
landed thought because they came by boat 
they wouldn’t have to payto get into the 
grounds. That is a mistake. have had 
a dredge at work scooping out the 
channel for the special — ee of 
affording a landing. The dredge has 
worked its way out and woe are ready now to 
receive passengers at that pier. order 
which I shall issue will stand until the syndic- 
ate which has the exclusive 3 land- 
ing passengers at Jackson Park shall begin 
running boats. Meantime I consider it only 
fair that everybody should have ashow. As 
soon, however, as the syndicate begins the 
transportation of 3 every other boat- 
owner will be excluded from landing passen- 


ge . 

“There would not have been any trouble 
Sunday if those who sought to get into the 
park had been willing to pay the regular fare. 
As a matterof fact I think the steamboat 
men are deceiving the public by telling those 
who get on their boats that no extra charge 
will be made for entering the grounds. [shall 
station guards at that pier Tuesday morning, 
and passengers who land will be charged the 
regular admission fee.“ 

ne of the lake excursion boats sailed up 
close to the landing yesterday. but on seeing 
the guards stationed at the pier the boat with- 
drew without lettmg off any of its passen- 
gers. The passengers would have been wel- 
come providing they had paid the 25 cents, 
About 100 who would not pay Sunday after- 
noon were allowed to go out through the 
ounds without charge after it became evi- 
ent that the boat which landed them would 
not return. 


DELMORE ELWELL STATES HIS CASE,

„ Col. Anderson finally resigned, saying that 
es the New York appropriation of $300,000 had 
been secu his work had been per- 
formed, As a matter of fact our office had 
never anything to do with the State appropri- 
ation. Atter Col. Anderson left I was put in 
charge of the office and accomplished more in 
four months’ time at one-half the expense 
than had been previously done in the course 
of eleven months. 

** However, I noticed that the local interest 
in New York was lagging, and I conceived the 
idea of forming an International Exhibition 
Association for the purpose of obtaining the 
best possible accommodations of its mein- 
bers, all of whom were prospective exhibiters.

ADVANCES IN EAST-BOUND RATES. 


No Probability That the New Tariff Will 
Be Maintained. 

Chairman Blanchard of the Central Traffic 
Association issued notice yesterday that taking 
effect June 13 east-bound rates will be ad- 
vanced on grain and grain products to a basis 
of 22 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York, and on other sixth-class articles to a 
basis of 25 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to 
New York. 

There is little prospect that the new rates 
will be maintained, especially on grain. Even 
at the present 20-cent rate, it is claimed, roads 
cannot get any business without cutting rates. 
The lake lines make unusually low rates and 
in consequence secure the bulk of the busi- 
ness. The principal reason for the advance is 
the desire on the part of the strong lines to 
protect their local business; or, in other 
wordg, to avoid making a reduction in rates to 
local points. This is well enough for the roads 
having many important local points on. their 
lines, but some of the roads have but few lo- 
cal points of importance on their lines and 
have to depend almost entirely upon the 
through business. These roads will find it 
impossible to get business at the advanced 
rates against the active competition of the 
lake lines. 

The total shipments of all kinds.of freight 
except live stock from Chicago to through 

local points in the East by the various 
east-bound roads during the last week amount- 
ed to 53,718 tons, against 51,336 tons for the 
week previous and 40,701 tons for the corre- 
sponding week last year. The tonn carried 
by the various roads was as foliows: Michigan 
Central, 7,763; Wabash, 3,576; Lake Shore, 
4.470; Port Wayne, 5,870; Panhandle, 6,502; 
Baltimore and Ohio, 2,389; Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, 4,690; Nickel Plate, 7,237; Chicago and 
Erie, 6,107; Big Four,“ 5,614 tons. 

The tonnage taken from Chicago by the 
lake lines during the last week amounted to 
59,361 tons.

The ex-Confederates decorated the graves of 
the Union soldiers at Oakwoods Cemetery 
yesterday, and the Grand Army veterans, not 
to be outdone by this expression of friendli- 
neas, carried bushels of flowers to the mounds 
underneath which lie the Confederate dead. 
The veterans on both sides, who were once 
deadly foes, clasped hands, and their speak- 
ers had no words save for the flag of the 
Union. The Union soldiers who are buried 
at Oakwoods number 500, The graves of these 
heroes are close together in a beautiful spot. 
Ine ground was inclosed by ropes, inside 
which several hundred members of the vari- 
ous Grand Army posts and Sons of Veterans 
camps stood while the address of the day by 
Attorney Elmer W. Adkinson was delivered. 
The posts present were: Abraham Lincoln 
Post No, 91, Gen. George G. Meade Post No. 
444, Gen. Burnside Post No. 109 of South Chi- 
cago, Drury Post of Grand Crossing, Wyman 
Post of Pullman, and John Brown Post No. 
150. A detachment of Sons of Veterans with 
loaded muskets were also present and they 
fired three volleys over the graves at the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies. 

The exercises were opened with prayer by 
the Rev. W. F. Black of the Central Church of 
Christ. The Women’s Relief Corps quartet 
sang E’er Fadeless Be Their Glory.“ 
_ Mr. Adkinson said that among the studies 
in the common schools should be daily lessons 
in patriotism. No teacher who could not in- 
terest the ‘ug child’s mind by the story of 
the boys in blue ought to be employed. e 
first lesson should be of Lexington and the 
last of Appomattox.

Some time afterward Mr. Hackley again 
stepped to the front and agreed to furnish the 
site, and purchased for that purpose an entire 
square in tne heart of the city. This property 
cost $75,000, The buildi were removed 
and the plat of ground laid out into a park. 
The site is across the street, west of the Hack- 
ley Pubhe Library, another of Mr. Hackley’s 
donations, and immediately north of the 
Hackley Public School. 

The design of a monument presented by 
Joseph Carabelli ot Cleveland was accepted. 
This plan showed a monument seventy-tive 
feet in height of Rhode Island granite of a 
mellow pink tinge. The base is of severai 
steps, the lower one being thirty-four feet 
square. Frum thie there arose the massive 
structure, curving outwardly on twogides, 
with artistic recesses upon the others; the 
columns upon each corner being cannons 
carved of granite. On these corners were 
pedestals projecting outward, and upon 
stood tour bronze figures, each seven feet 
six inches iu height, representing privates in 
the infantry, cavalry, artillery, and naval serv- 
ice. Above these were ornamental carvings, 
wreaths, crossed flags with a drum between 
thew, and appropriate emblems. Above 
these rose the columnar shaft, straight and 
shapely, with Corinthian capitals at top, these 
holding a pedestal on which stood a bronze 
statue of Victory holding aloft a flag. This 
figure was fourteen feet in height. Mr. 
Carabelli completed the monument about 
three months ago. 

The inscriptions upon the monument are as 
follows:

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AUGUST BELMONT’S TOMB. 


No Formal Unveiling, but It Was First

W. F. JONES DECOYED AND SHOT 
BY COUNCIL BLUFFS TOUGHS. — 


Enticed from Uis Home and Fatally 
saulted—The Wounded Man Prominent 
in Business Circles—One of the Robbers 
Killed in the Fight—Prisoners Break 
from a Michigan Jail—They Turned the 
Hose on the Tracklayers - Northwest 
News. 

Councrt, BrUrrs, Ia., May 30.—{ Special. j— 
Another crime has been added to the long list 
ia this city, resulting in the death of one per- 
son, fatal shooting of another, and wounding 
of a third party, who at present is unknown. 

W. M. Jones, general Western agent of the 
Sandwich Manufacturing company of Sand- 
wich, III., was at home last evening when a 
stranger called, stating a man desired to see 
him at the Ogden House. Mrs. Jones endeav- 
ored to persuade her husband to remain at 
home, but he promised to return in a short 
time. En route to the hotel he met James 
Mahar, a notorious character, and the two 
made the rounds, winding up at midnight ata 
notorious resort. Here they met Jack Wade. 

At 1 o’clock Wade was told to secure a hack 
for a trip to Metcalf’s road house. Some 
time afterwards the carriage arrived, but 
Jones declined to go. A quarrel ensued, and 
a number of shots were fired. When the po- 


lice arrived Wade was found dead. In his 


hand was a revolver with four empty cham- 
bers. Mahar had taken Jones through a side 
ed and after walking some distance Jones 
e 


A colored man found Mabar down on his 
knees beside the body, going through his 
clothing. Jones was taken to the station, 
where he made a statement claiming that the 
entire party endeavorea to relieve him of his 
watch and money, when he struck at Wade, 
who fired the first shot, striking him in the 
right side. He was then struck on the head 


and rendered unconscious. A revolver was 


found in his possession with several empty 
chambers. N 

Mahar and Thomas Crogan, the driver of 
the carriage, were placed under arrest. 
Mahar denies he did the shooting, but the 
police believe he fired the shot which inflicted 
the fatal wound on Mr. Jones and afterwards 
placed the revolver in Jones’ pocket. He has 
been mixed up in numerous cutting and rob- 
bery ‘scrapes, and two years ago was sho 
down by an officer, Noyes, but recovered af 

The affair has caused the most intense feel- 
ing, as Jones was a leading business-man, but 
one who occasionally indulged in a spree. 
He had been drinking of latę, and the impres- 
sion is that he was decoyed from home with 
the express purpose of robbery. 

The Decoration day services served to allay 
the feeling somewhat, but as evening came on 
little crowds gathered here and there, dis- 
cussed the situation, and threats of lynching 
are frequently hea 

Jones formerly lived at Sandwich, fil. He 
came here from Fremont, Neb., one year ago. 
The evidence so far tends to develop a well- 
laid scheme of robbery, ouly frustrated by the 
determined resistance of the victim. Jones’ 
condition is extremely critical. 8 

At the Coroner’s inquest the fact was elicited 
that Jones had a revolver about 11 0’clock at 
uight. He and Mahar had been together the 
entire evening and quite A number of wit- 
nesses testified that y were friendly. To- 
night James Mahar was interviewed at the 
county jail. He said that Crogan demanded 
money from Jones and Wade endegyored to 
enforce the demand, firing the first shot; that 
Jones then pulled his pistol and fired, killing 
Wade. He then replaced athe weapon in his 
pocket and Mahar endeavored to get him out 
of the way. He had gone but a few steps 
when Jones had to be asgisted, Brothers of 
Jones will reach here tomorrow.
